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“Raise the Dead.”

What men need above all in this day is 
more wisdom-—more discretion in the use of the 
life they have. More life with the same old 
destructive ignorance in utilizing it, would but 
add to their misery. 

Yet God does not dictate what shall be 
man’s choice in this or any other act of his. If 
he finds the law through which life is made 
inanifest in his consciousness, he may use it 
blindly and ignorantly if he so elects. But he 
must also abide the result, and this is where 
man sets up his wail of sorrow; he does not like 
to reap his sowing. 

Death came into our world through the 
ignorant use of the powers of Being, and death 
can only be put out by a wise use of those pow- 
ers. Death is a wrong concept of life and its 
mode of expression. In the beginning of man’s 
experiments with the powers of Being he had 
no concept of death. His consciousness,was in- 
tact and his unfoldment in wisdom gradual 
and orderly. But his desire to experiment pre- 
dominated. Sensation was sweet and enticing 
and absorbed so much of his attention that he 
forgot wisdom—he “hid” from his Lord—and 
the result is an absence from His Eden, or the 
Divine Harmony of expression. 

When there is disorder in the working parts 
of a machine it breaks down or flies to pieces. 
That is just what occurred to man’s body. 
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When intelligence was no longer present in its 
full complement in his consciousness there was 
lack of harmony, which resulted in such dis- 
cord that the parts flew asunder—soul and 
body separated, and man named this dissolu- 
tion death. Then in its train the fear and hor- 
ror caused by this dissolution was imaged into 
man’s mind and he made it a secondary cause 
so we find the mere belief of death in the world 
to-day slaying its thousands. 

In raising the dead there are then two fac- 
tions to deal with. The idea of its reality and 
fear of death have become destructive beliefs 
in the race consciousness and they must be 
taken up and dissolved. The total unreality of 
death must be portrayed to the deluded consci- 
ousness. The omnipresence and omipotence 
of life is beyond dispute, and there can be no 
question but that death is a condition set up in 
human consciousness alone. God is not dead 
and does not recognize nor countenance death, 
neither does man when freed from its delusion. 
Jesus said, “Let the dead bury their dead.” 
“Follow thou Me.” 

The first step in demonstrating over death 
is to get the belief éntirely out of the mind that 
it is God ordained or of force or effect any- 
where in the realm of Pure Being. 

The next step is to live so harmoniously 
that the whole consciousness shall be not only 
resurrected from its belief in death, but also so 
vivified and energized with the idea of undying 
life that it cannot dissolve nor separate. 

We regard the Apostle’s words, “dead in 
tresspasses and sins” as metaphorical. But an 
analysis of man in the super-mundane part of 
his being, reveals that sin or departure from 
divine law in the use of a faculty, actually re- 
sults in its death. That is, after violent exer- 
cise of a power there is such reaction that it 
goes into a comatose state or “sleep of death.” 

Death and sleep are brothers in ametaphys- 
ical sense. The life action is never wholly 
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withdrawn from all parts of a form, but there 
is such cessation of vitality that dissolution of 
the outer shell takes place and it is named 
death. But Jesus and his apostles recognized 
death in its true relation—a sleep of the cons- 
ciousness that could be awakened when the 
vitality was restored in divine order. Jesus 
said Lazarus was asleep, and “I go that I may 
awake him out of sleep.” 

But his disciples did not see deeply, and 
took for granted that Lazarus had merely fal- 
len into a trance or prolonged sleep, and said, 
“Lord, if he sleep, he shall do well.” 

“Then said Jesus unto them plainly, Laz- 
arus is dead.” 

aul frequently referred to those who had 
dissolved the body as brethren who had “fallen 
asleep.” 

The Lord told Daniel, “But go thou thy way 
till the end be; for thou shalt rest, and stand in 
thy lot at the end of the days.”—Dan. 12:18. 

Our poets in their inspired moments have 
caught this truth, and our literature is replete 
with references to the “sleep of death.” Ham- 
let in his oft quoted soliloquy opens to us in a 
remarkable way the metaphysics of death :— 

“To die;—to sleep:— 
To sleep! perchance to dream: ay, ther’s the 
rub; 
For in that sleep of death what dreams may 
come, 
When we have shuffled off this mortal coil, 
Must give us pause.” 

We are not afraid to go to sleep at night, 
yet every time we lie down and fall into un- 
consciousness of the body we are enacting on 
a small way the sleep of death. In one case 
the soul leaves the body for a few hours and 
again takes it up—in the other the soul leaves 
the body to mortal dissolution; yet it does not 
fail to in due time return and take up a body— 
so long as it believes in the limitations of sense. 
In the sleep of a single night the one with 


a clear conscience rests peacefully and is 
strengthened for another day’s experience. 
But the guilty, anxious, worried sleeper is 
haunted by dreams. 

The experience of the death-sleeper is sim- 
ilar. If the life of such an one has been ac- 
cording to the Golden Rule he “wraps the drap- 
ery of his couch about him and lies down to 
pleasant dreams” His soul basks in the sun- 
shine of a world elysian and his hope of heaven 
is for a season fulfilled. 

This, however, is but the rest that prepares 
him for another day’s experience in the work- 
shop of Being, and like Daniel, he must again 
“stand in thy lot at the end of the days,” This 
process is repeated again and again until man 
discovers that there is a law of living that will 
obviate this oft-repeated “sleep of death.” 
That law is revealed to all who seek God in his 
fullness and strive prayerfully and faithfully 
to live the life which is given in that revelation. 

Here is where we find ourselves to-day. We 
know this law to be based in mind-action, and 
that through the mind we may resurrect our 
selves from the dead. 

As we explore the mental realm, which is 
our causative realm, we find it filled with a 
whole legion of narrow beliefs, foolish, ignor- 
ant beliefs; selfish beliefs, and discordant be- 
liefs. These we have lumped together and de 
nominated “mortal mind,” or “carnal mind.” 

It is here we first do our “raising of the 
dead.” Each of these beliefs of mortality ame 1% 
sing. The meaning of “sin” is “missing the 
mark,” and these sense-limitations miss the 
mark of divine truth. The light of truth must 
be turned into our own consciousness and each 
of these sleepers awakened. Some of them 
may seem for a time beyond our power to res- 
urrect, and our most snguine thoughts lack 
faith at the prospect and cry out, “Lord, by this 
time he stinketh.” 

jut the Christ power is with us. “Said I 
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not unto thee, that, if thou wouldest believe 
thou shouldest see the glory of God?” 

All things are possible to them that believe 
in the power of God within men waiting to be 
made manifest at their word. Then send forth 
that word and say to every sleeping belief of 
sense,” “Lazarus, come forth!’ 

If you do not believe in the power of the 
Spirit to resurrect your consciousness from its 
tomb of earthly superstitions, why of course 
you will make no effort to do it. But if you 
have faith that it can be done you can do it. 

Mental beliefs of every kind do take up their 
abode in the consciousness and make a home 
there. If you believe in old age and bodily 
decrepitude and decay, you wil find all the lit- 
tle cells throughout your organism carrying in 
their depths just such pictures; as the clear 
waters of the lake reflect the trees and clouds. 
If you want these obedient little cells of your 
soul and body to reflect pictures of health and 
vigor undying hold before them in the sky of 
your mind such images. Not only hold such 
images before them, but demand that they shall 
reflect them perfectly. And don’t forget to 
conserve your bodily energies by pure, careful 
thinking and living in order that you may have 
the transparent substance of life to reflect your 
true images into. 

Many who are faithful in holding right 
mental images do not get results because they 
lack a receptacle—they let the lusts of the flesh 
dissipate all the clear water of life, and their 
good thoughts and words are returned unto 
them void. Guard all the powers of your be- 
ing if you would resurrect them from the 
dead. They do not stand alone, but are de- 
pendent one on the other, and must all be 
brought into subjection to the Christ of God. 

Paul said, “Every man that striveth for the 
mastery is temperate in all things.” 

“But I keep under my body and bring it 
into subjection.” 
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The resurrection of the dead is the sure and 
certain work of the true Christian. 

We know that Jesus Christ was the exam- 
ple which we are to follow, and we say with 
Paul, “If the dead rise not, then is Christ not 
raised :” 

And if Christ be not raised your faith is 
vain; ye are yet in your sins. Then they also 
which are fallen asleep in Christ are perished. 

But now is Christ risen from the dead, and 
become the first-fruits of them that slept., 

For since by man came death, by man came 
also the resurrection of the dead. 

For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. And 

“The last enemy that shall be destroyed is 
death.”—I Cor. 15.

The St. Louis Congress.

Wednesday evening the first paper was 
“True Freedom, by Miss Nona Brooks, Denver; 
read by Mrs. Allen, St. Louis. Freedom is not 
an ideal unattainable. We may realize Abso- 
lute Freedom now, for it is that which was “in 
the beginning with God,” and God is the only 
power now or that ever has been or can be. 
It is divinely natural to be free; we need not 
even claim it, for we are it. In the beginning 
I was made “in the image and likeness of God” 
—free. The true situation to be realized is, 
“the place where thou standest is holy ground.” 
We are neither controlled by psychic nor phy- 
sical laws. The only law is the law of love. 
The only mind is Infinite Mind, which acting 
within itself produces form; and every form is 
a center of God-action. 

To understand and realize that thought is 
non-transferable insures freedom from environ- 
ment. You are free from environing thought 
power, because Omnipresent Spirit is your on- 
ly environment. 

Some interesting thoughts were breught out 
in the discussion of this paper. Mrs. Cramer 
said: ‘All true thought proceeds from being. 
Vivine Science healing is not the action of 
mind on mind, but it is the One Infinite Mind 
expressing itself, as the individual mind ac 
knowledges the One Mind.” 

Mr. Palmer said: “We must hold to the ab- 
solute statement, ‘I am one with the Father.’ ” 

Mr. Sullivan said: “ ‘All power is given 
unto me in heaven and in earth’ ‘whose sins ye 
forgive they are forgiven. You can forgive 
others; but can you forgive yourself? You 
must before you can forgive others. Mr. Mc- 
Cracken told of a friend who at thought of dy- 
ing was much distressed because he could not 
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feel that his sins were forgiven. He asked 
him, have you forgiven all men? He answered, 
I have. Then he said, you must now forgive 
yourself. Immediately he found freedom, and 
was a very happy man.” 

The next paper, “Restless Aspirations,” by 
C. B. Newcomb, Boston, was read by H. M. Wil- 
liams, St. Louis. “In quietness and confidence 
shall be your strength.” The restlessness of 
humanity is evidence of growth, development. 
It is a thirsting for that which shall satisfy. 

There is a restlessness for books—seeking 
truth in externals; but when we seek within 
we shall find the peace of satisfaction. We 
must let go of self. Egotism hinders our find- 
ing of the great ocean of Truth. There are two 
ways of obtaining results—one by toil and 
struggle, the other by letting go and resting. 
We must put ourselves in the stream, and un- 
resistingly be in harmony with it to float. No 
true work can be accomplished without the 
Spiritual Will. We must let go the self-will 
and accept the Divine Will. There is nothing 
to contend with in a real life. ‘That ye resist 
not evil” is the Divine way. Truth needs no 
torch bearers, no defense. “Great peace have 
they that love thy law.” The discussion by 
Mrs. A. C. Cox, Louisville, Ky., Moore, Sullivan 
and others made prominent the thought, “I 
have only myself to convert’”—“fret not thyself 
because of evil doers”; “first cast the beam out 
of thine own eye.” 

The evening session closed with “Divine 
Truth and its Possibilities,” by Josephine 
Goodwin, Sedalia, Mo., in which was shown 
the eternity and divinity of Truth, its establish- 
ment in principle and its unvarying law. Truth 
is Infinity itself. It is God. All possibilities 
are ours in proportion to our realization of the 
immensity of Truth and our oneness with it. 

The Thursday morning session was devoted 
to the subject of “Immortality,” each speaker 
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being allowed seven minutes—a most interest- 
ing session. The participants were: Mr. L. L. 
’almer, Mrs. Hortenstein, Rev. Von Vlasse- 
laer, Rev. J. C. Calnon, Mrs. Bain, Dr. Beverly, 
Mrs. Butters, Miss Wheaton, Mrs. Dolph, Miss 
Allen, Mr. Douglass, Mrs. Haskell, Mrs. Me- 
Henry, Mrs. Brown, Prof. Charles, Prof. Moore, 
Mrs. Hulings, Mrs. Alden, Mrs. Herberg, Rev. 
Weeks, Rev. Sullivan, Mrs. Plosley, Mr. Tyner, 
Mrs. Cramer and others, during which Dr. and 
Mrs. Beverly sang a duet and Mrs. Cox, Miss 
Wheaton, and Prof. Moore sang a trio. 

Thursday afternoon’s session was intro- 
duced by a healing service, in which eight per- 
sons received treatment. The first paper, on 
“The New Trinity in Man,” by Mrs. Ada Hill, 
Peoria, Ill., was read by Miss Cyra Beatty, 
Sheffield, Ill. The Trinity of Father, Son and 
Spirit is not a trinity of God apart from man, 
but a Trinity within Man. The Divine Trinity 
is expressed in man as Body, Soul and Spirit; 
and these three are one. In himself man is a 
unit, and with God he is one also. “I and the 
Father are one’—not two. Thus man is Di- 
vine, and must claim Divinity if he would mani- 
fest wholeness and power. 

After the discussion of this paper came a 
paper on “The Christ Science of Healing Hu- 
-manity,” by Mrs. Clara E. Choate, ‘Boston, 

which was read by Mr. Williams. To leave all 
‘or Christ is to abandon sin and sickness; for 
‘hrist is “the Way, the Truth and the Life,” 
ind he is Love, which is the greatest healing 
lotency. Love is the ever present Christ, that 
ieals the sick and purifies the whole nature. 

The law of Christ is to “overcome evil with 
rood.” Love is the world’s redeemer that 
inks man to man. 
| After the discussion of this paper, the next 
baper was, “The Open Secret,” by R. S. Hill, 


St. Louis, Mo. One reason people don’t act 
n Spiritual matters is, they are asked to be- 
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lieve too many things. Many things we may 
believe which have nothing to do with salva- 
tion. Only two things have power to work sal- 
vation—love to God and love to the neighbor. 
Spiritual darkness is caused by sense life be- 
tween usand God. The senses have performed 
their uses, but the intellect must be John the 
japtist to proclaim the coming Christ, who 
shall teach me what I am and what I must do. 
This Iam commanded: “Sell all thou hast’—all 
this false concept of the sense life—‘“‘and thou 
shalt have treasure in heaven.” Then I shall 
know that I am in the Spiritual world now. 
Iam in eternity now. I have all things now. 

After ten minutes of discussion, the next 
paper was: “Soul Growth through Spiritual 
Poise,” by W. H. Dresser, Boston; read by 
Paul Tyner. Pain is a sign of growth; suffer- 
ing indicates resistance—it is resistance to the 
instinct of perfect being. The consciousness 
of perfection in being is a state of poise—equi- 
librium. There can be no equilibrium between 
truth and error, between perfection and mor- 
tality. Individuality is an element in Spiritual 
poise. The individual may attain poise by con- 
centration. Thought should be concentrated 
on the Spiritual state desired. If you are weak 
concentrate on strength, if nervous on the har 
mony of stillness. Lift the mind above al 
confusion and inharmony to the highest plane 
where only peace and truth are abiding. 

The Thursday evening session was openet 
by “Who do Men Say that I Am,” by L. L. Pal 
mer, Chicago. When man says, “I and m. 
Father are one,” he identifies himself with God 
The mission of the Jewish church was to dem 
onstrate man’s union with God. This was con 
summated in Jesus Christ who revealed an 
demonstrated to his twelve disciples that th¢ 
Son of Man is the Son of God. “I, the Son o 
man, am the Son of God.” The truth of one 
son of man is the truth of every son of man 
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The “great gulf fixed” between Dives and Laz- 
arus is the unabridgable chasm between the 
consciousness of the natural man and the con- 
sciousness of the True man, the Son of God. 
After discussion followed a solo by Miss Faulk- 
ner, with violin accompaniment by Miss Ander- 
son, of St. Louis. 

“Tight and Darkness,” by Mary D. Fisk, of 
Denver, was the next paper. Material science 
treats of visible phenomena, while Divine Sci- 
ence treats of things unseen and Spiritual. The 
former is according to the Light of Reason, 
while Spiritual things are according to the 
light of Truth. They cannot be seen by the 
light of Reason. They shine by their own 
light. The light of reason is darkness to Spir- 
itual vision. The cultivation of selfishness 
deepens the darkness, but the cultivation of 
Spiritual thought tends to illumination. If we 
identify ourselves with this Divine Light and 
nergy we become illuminated with glory. We 
mu: let the light shine through us that the 
w id may be liberated from the darkness of 
ind mortality. 

In the discussion, this paper was spoken of 
a. 1 “gem.” 

“Spiritual Self-Consciousness,” by Paul 
Tyner, of Denver, was the next paper. “Know 
Thyself” has rung down the ages since the 
Delphic temple first uttered it, as the highest 
duty. It is an old saying that “knowledge 
comes but wisdom lingers.” We have seen 
professors so very learned that there is no room 
in their brain to think. The cramming process 
of our present system of educating produces 
weakness instead of power. To know ones self 
is to know all that may be known; for man is 
the epitome of the universe. “The knowledge 
of the Lord is the beginning of wisdom.” ‘The 
mental science movement means an advance in 
education. The archetypal man has been held 
up—not as the typical man, but as an abnormal 
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man, Self-consciousness belongs peculiarly to 
man. It is not found below man. At first we 
identify the “I am” with the personal self; but 
there is a spiritual consciousness before self- 
consciousness. Step by step we advance in the 
understanding that the true self is spiritual, 
until we shall find that the ultimate is God. 
Only by the swallowing up of the personal self 
in the All Self is the power and glory of the 
real lesf realized. 

Friday morning the first paper was “The 
Science of Progression,” by Hannah Moore 
Kohaus, Chicago, read by Prof. Charles. 

Progression is a necessity to humanity, a 
necessary law of unfoldment. We expect the 
infant to grow—not to jump into manhood. It 
is a silent, invisible process operative from 
eternity to eternity, from infinity to infinity. 
The law of this evolutionary process pertains to 
the soul in its unfoldment, until it finds it is 
the human plus the Divine. It is the demand 
of the hour that science should furnish proof. 
This science is the magic key that unlocks the 
mysteries of the ages. Our planet is ripe for 
high Spiritual science. The perfect atta. 
ment of Spiritual consciousness is the great aim 
and end of the law of progression. 

“The Sense of Touch,” by Susie C. Clark, 
Cambridge, Mass., read by Prof. Charles, was 
the subject of the next paper. 

On the material plane man has five senses; 
but the true man has seven. The sixth sense 
is now beginning to be unfolded. The nervous 
sense of touch shows the entire organism to be 
one huge brain, which affords a hint of how 
God pervades the universe. All plants recog- 
nize the human touch, as is illustrated by the 
sensitive plant to a wonderful degree. The 
carniverous plants are sensitive to the touch of 
insects. And thus Omniscience manifests it- 
self through all nature. The keenness of the 
sense of touch that enables some blindfolded

to give the nature and history of a piece of min- 
eral by touching it is a hint or shadow of a 
spiritual sense of touch—the sixth sense power 
of the Spiritual man. The touch of the hand 
on a sheet of paper reveals the thougths to 
some who are developing this sixth sense. 
Jesus often revealed his psychometric power. 
If psychometry could be taught in schools, it 
would make crime scarce, because all thoughts 
would stand revealed. The healing touch is a 
faculty given us to be used. To say “to come 
in touch” with one is a recognition of this fac- 
ulty in man. We can feel with the soul, as 
well as with the brain. Clairvoyance and clair- 
audience are evidence of higher senses now 
being recognized and brought into use. 

“Degeneration and Regeneration,” by G. 
Klein, St. Louis, was a paper portarying con- 
trasts between truth and error; showing the 
law of man’s progression out of error condi- 
tions of mortal belief into Divinely true condi- 
tions by the process of Regeneration. 

Friday afternoon “The True Foundation,” 
by Mrs. Louise Brush, Chicago, was read by 
Mrs. Alden. The whole world is in unrest, and 
this state of mind is externalized in undesirat .e 
physical conditions. The True Foundation on 
which to build our superstructure of a perfect 
body is Jesus Christ. “Other foundation can 
no man lay than is laid.” “Neither shalt thou 
go up by steps”—Ex. 20:26. The only way is 
the Christ way, or the “I am” way of realiza- 
tion. Man is already perfect—no steps to take 
—‘“stand still and see the salvation” already 
yours. Obstacles are only of your own im- 
agining. Iam before manifestation, and I am 
not dependent on manifestation in order to be. 
The manifestation is the “witness on earth” 
that “agrees with the witness in heaven.” Thus 
“the inner and the outer are one”; for “I and 
the Father are one’”’—not two. “I am” is “the 
stone which the builders refused,” but which 
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has become the head of the corner” in building 
our temple holy and healthy. 

“Spiritual Birth,” by Dr. E. B. Weeks, Chi- 
cago, was the next paper. To be born of the 
Spirit is the Resurrection from the dead. “Ex- 
ecpt a man be born of water and of Spirit he 
cannot enter the kingdom of heaven.” Wheth- 
er we speak of natural birth or spiritual birth, 
both indicate a Divine source. Who knows 
anything about an Adam and Eve origin? It 
is only the “tradition of the fathers,” which 
“makes the word of God of none effect.” Man 
comes forth from God and not from woman; 
ke is Divine. Thus natural birth is Divine 
origin, and Spiritual birth is a recognition of 
ithe cousciousness of it. The one is the under- 
standing of the other. 

Then followed a paper on “The Word of 
God,” by Carrie S. Alden, Chicago. All Chris- 
tians claim to love the “word of God,” yet just 
where and what it is few Are able to tell. <All 
a man knows of himself is heresay—‘the tradi- 
tion of the elders.” But back of all human 
knowledge and wisdom stands the Almighty, 
“T AM,” the Eternal Word, that “was origimal- 
ly with God and was God.” This is my every- 
day beginning, the Alpha and Omega, not con- 
cealed, but clearly seen, an ever present living 
witness. This is “the word nigh thee and in 
thy heart and in thy mouth.” All true healing 
is by the power ef the “spoken word”—the 
“son of man that has power on earth to forgive 
sin,” is the man “sent of God,” conscious of the 
Father within himself, which is wholeness and 
health. 

Friday evening came the “Children’s Can- 
tata”—“God in nature, or the riches of his 
kingdom.” 

[This session was so rich that even a meagre 
description of it exceeds our space and we have 
left it to be written up by the associate editor, 
who was present.—C. F.] 
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Saturday morning the entire session was 
devoted to testimonies of healing. The meet- 
ing was opened by Mrs. Cramer, who asked all 
to unite in the thought “You rest in God,” for 
the thirty or forty persons asking for healing, 
several of whom were afterward reported as 
healed. Mr. McCracken, St. Louis, fifteen 
years an invalid, healed by the power of the 
word given by Dr. Sullivan. Mrs. Cox, Louis- 
ville, Ky., told of a case of insanity instantly 
healed by absent treatment. Rev. Von Vlass- 
laer, Sheboygan, Wis., had been a hopeless 
leper, given up by all physicians and expecting 
tu die in a few days—could scarcely craw] 
around. His druggist having sold him “Hoff- 
man’s Tea,” told him that Christian Science 
had cured many hopeless cases, and he replied, 
“I'll take a bottle of that too.” Reading on a 
science magazine, “heal the sick, cleanse the 
lepers, cast out devils,” he said, “that means 
me. I ama leper; O, God, heal me; I have no 
hope but in thee; cleanse this helpless leper.” 
It was noon, and as the clock was striking he 
felt a thrill of life and ecstacy. He looked at 
his hands and they were clean; raising the bed 
clothes he looked at his chest, when lo! instead 
of the scaly whiteness that had covered his body 
he now saw the pink hue of health. He sprang 
to his feet, “walking and leaping and praising 
God,” calling his wife and shouting, “I am 
healed.” A case of dislocation of hip-joint and 
curvature of spine in Kansas City healed in a 
few days. Prof. Le Roy Moore said a promi- 
nent St. Louis surgeon was engaged to perform 
a surgical operation on him two days later, but 
he was healed by Dr. Sullivan within those two 
days. A case of sciatica of seventeen years’ 
standing had been healed instantly. These are 
a few of the many cases mentioned. 

Saturday afternoon, “The Need of Truth 
and Truthful Men and Women in Business 
Life,” by C. E. Hall, New York, read by Prof. 
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Moore, was the next paper. Absolute Truth so 
often referred to is not often found in business. 
All successful business is based on honesty. It 
requires a high degree of manhood to always 
tell the truth in business—to avoid the com- 
mon practice of making statements which, 
though not falsehoods, are nevertheless mis- 
representations. Truth can be practiced in 
business to the letter; and it will be found to 
bring sure swecess if men will be as faithful in 
relying on it as in cases of healing; for Truth is 
the underlying principle of everything. The 
demand of the hour is for noble and high mind- 
ed men and women, who will trust in God and 
apply the everlasting principle of Truth in ey- 
ery transaction. This is the true religion and 
true philosophy. 

“The Motive Power of Being and What Ii 
Is,” by Mrs. S. E. Harthount, Kansas City, was 
the next paper. Divine Science has re-united 
the masculine and feminine in one, thereby 
making a perfect whole to work out life’s prob- 
lem by. The recognition of the feminine in be- 
ing is finding the true balance of our being. 
The femine is the moving possibility, without 
which being could not be: Thought is mind in 
action, and mind is the motive power of the 
universe. God is expressed by the Son Christ 
or universal humanity. expressing _ itself 
through individual beings. The attempted 
disunion of masculine and feminine, involving 
the belief in separateness, is the so-called fall 
of man; it is the divided house. The time for 
discussion was given to Mrs. H. to present new 
points, 

The Saturday evening session was spent by 
an address by Mrs. M. E. Cramer. We must 
take our position on the highest plane, the 
Spiritual, that we may dominate all planes be- 
low, the psychic, the intellectual and the sense 
planes. We do not object to holding thoughts 
or speaking words, for thoughts held and words

spoken will be externalized in perfect condi- 
tions, when we reach the consciousness of their 
meaning. If you would control thoughts you 
must think from the highest plane, the spir- 
itual, the plane back of all thoughts. 

After listening to a quartette, we had an 
address by Rey. D. L. Sullivan. When Jesus 
Christ proved his Divinity he proved your Di- 
vinity and my Divinity. The Bible is a history 
of Mind in the past, its fulfillment in the pres- 
ent and its possibilities in the future. It is a 
history of mind and mind’s action expressed in 
the symbolism of history and allegorical por- 
traiture. 

Sunday morning’s session was devoted to 
ten minute speeches. 

Mrs. Cramer said: “We must not think of 
ourselves as separate from God. We must 
know that Iam the finished work of creation.” 
Then followed a treatment, using the thought, 
“IT and my Father are one.” 

Mr. Charles said: “lam now manifesting 
my Divinity in proportion to my awakening.” 

Mr. Palmer said: “You must manifest 
your now perfection, not a becoming perfect.” 

Rey. Von Viasslaer said: “Instead of a far 
away, future, doubtful heaven, I have found a 
present positive kingdom of heaven now, with 
its harmony and health.” 

Mr. Douglass said: “The children of Israel 
in the wilderness represent humanity dwelling 
in the realm of the ideal; and crossing the Jor- 
dan is demonstrating that the Ideal is the Real. 

Rey. Becker said: “The first thing I learned 
in this science was that “All is Good—no evil 
to fight—no hell to save men from—all things 
good—I am good.” 

Mrs. Cox said: “In time of bereavement I 
had felt very bitter against God for his cruel 
hand upon me; now [ know that Infinite Love 
does not afflict.” 

Miss Beatty said: “We are at ‘the table of 
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the Lord, bountifully spread. I know no weak- 
ness, sin, sickness or ignorance.” 

Mr. Schlag said: “Satisfaction is what all 
are seeking—some in materiality. But in Di- 
vine Science that only in the internal Spiritual, 
not in externals, is full satisfaction found.” 

Mr. Sullivan said: “When you realize the 
kingdom of heaven within, then all obstruc- 
tions are removed; when you stand in the reali- 
zation of your highest ideal, the adverse state- 
ments of others are nothing to you. Sowing 
good seed to-day you cannot reap evil to- 
morrow.” 

Mrs. Harmount said: “I view Mrs. Cramer 
as a ‘mother in Israel.’ The inception of her 
idea is the ‘mustard that becomes a great tree.” 

Mrs. Cramer said: “The harmony of this 
Congress is noteworthy. There is no ‘animal 
magnetism,’ no ‘mortal mind’; we are not ‘re- 
flections of God’—I am potential in God, in 
whom is my being; our consciousness is God- 
consciousness; our being is God-being. There 
is nothing too high for you to be, to know or to 
realize—even to Divine Being, holiness and 
health. You are Divine—wholly Divine 
good—wholly good.” 

Mr. Moore asked all who had received heal- 
ing benefits through Divine Science to arise, 
and nearly all arose. 

Sunday afternoon’s exercises were wholly 
in German.

PERSONALITY RESPONSIBILITY.—Romans 14:10-21. 


10. But why dost thou judge thy brother? or why 
dost thus set at nought thy brother? for we shall all 
stand before the judgment seat of Christ. 

11. For it is written, As I live, saith the Lord, 
every knee shall bow to me, and every tongue shall 
confess to God.

GOLDEN TEXT.—It is neither good to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor anything whereby thy 
brother stumbleth.—Rom. 14:21. 

The Scriptures are rich in lessons covering 
every phase of human experience. This chap- 
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ter was evidently written for dyspeptics, to 
point out the one infallible remedy ever availa- 
le. 

Verse 2 clearly refers to the stomach and its 

‘gestive power: “One believeth he may eat all 
ings, another who is weak eateth herbs”; and 
rse 1 shows that weak digestion comes from 

weakness in understanding. Verse 4 gives the 
omnipotent remedy: “Who art thou that judg- 
est another man’s servant?” Here the stom- 
ach is shown to be your “servant”—not master. 
“To his own master he standeth or falleth; yea, 
he shall be holden up: for God is able to make 
him stand.” Your “servant” must obey his 
master; and will “hen you show him that his 
strength is nothing short of the Omnipotent 
Life and energy of God within. In this way 
this and every organ of the body may be “made 
to stand” in the performance of its allotted 
function, through your understanding and 
faith. 

Ver 2 6 shows that strong digestion will 
come tl igh the recognition of God as the on- 
ly pow and weak digestion through the non 
recognition of God in that function;—*“he that 
eateth eateth to the Lord, for he giveth God 
thanks; and he that eateth not to the Lord he 
eateth not and (nor) giveth God thanks.” In 
the one case recognition, in the other non- 
recognition of God in bodily functions, with re- 
sults accordingly. 

10. You must not “judge your brother” with 
the unrighteous judgment of seeing him sick, 
nor condemn (“set at nought’) him for lack of 
understanding. You must bring him into the 
white light of the Christ presence, “the judg- 
ment seat of Christ,” seeing him holy, whole 
and Divine. This is the Christ’s “righteous 
judgment.”

REVIEW: 

GOLDEN TEXT.—This gospel of the king- 
dom shall be preached in all the world for a wit- 
ness unto all nations.—Matt. 24:14. 

April 4.—The two great symbolic charac- 
ters of this lesson are “Aeneas” and “Dorcas.” 
“Aeneas” a (chasm or rut) is a mental rut or 
belief in helpless poverty, which paralyzes all 
effort; from which the word of understanding 
Faith has power to restore, giving instead the 
understanding of royal abundance as a child of 
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God. “Dorcas,” being a Greek word, denotes 
the world’s idea of benevolence, with its envi- 
ronments of “widows, coats and garments”; 
and “Tabatha,” a Hebrew word, is the Spiritual 
idea of benevolence. With the Spirit's illumi- 
nation the world’s idea dies, and the Spiritual 
comes into consciousness, in the mind’s “upper 
chamber.” True benevolence consists in see- 
ing only God in others, realizing for them the 
bountiful abundance of the child of a king. 

April 11.—‘Cornelius” is a type of worldly 
man, honestly and studiously doing the best he 
knows—faithful to his highest idea of God, and 
practicing his own precepts—until, through 
the Spirit’s ministration in the heart, he is ulti- 
mately “guided into all truth.” 

Faith (Peter) is the principle that, when 
brought into use, reveals to his honest heart 
that “God is no respector of persons,” and unti- 
mately brings him into fellowship with the 
Christ. 

April 18.—The life of Jesus Christ is syim- 
bolic of highest experiences for mankind, from 
conception to crucifixion, from birth to resur- 
rection. Were the resurrection omitted from 
this symbolic life, the immortality of man 
would not be demonstrated nor symbolized. 
“But now is Christ risen’—"Christ the first 
fruits’—then “every man in his own order” has 
the same demonstration to make. When you 
realize in consciousness the Christ Resurrec- 
tion, then “there cometh an end” to the whole 
of this false Adam consciousness, as surely as 
the Resurrection of Christ is true. Very high 
experiences in demonstration await us, who 
faithfully “follow the Christ in the regenera- 
tion.” 

April 25.—In our experience in demonstra- 
tion of Truth, if we recognize Carnal Mind 
(Herod) as having any power over us, even 
though we may make very high statements of 
our Sonship, and make wonderful demonstra- 
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tions in healing, yet this recognition of another 
power apart from God will sometime over- 
throw us, and hurl us into the inextricable 
gloom of Despair, with “chains,” “soldiers” 
and “iron gates.” But Despair is only a carnal 
thought, coming to those who have not yet 
made their full demonstrations. A single ray 
of spiritual light will illuminate the whole 
“prison” of the mind, causing “chains” and 
“iron doors” to vanish before your onward 
march to the realization that “whom the son 
makes free is free indeed.” 

May 2.—The state of mind symbolized in 
this lesson by the “Isle of Cyprus” is the Rom 
an Catholic church: it is Roman and insular- 
exclusive. In it is found “El. mas the sorcerer,” 
who is “with the deputy.” “turning the deputy 
from the faith.” The incantations of the Rom- 
an church are pure “sorcery,” which so charm 
the “prudent man,” who “desires to hear the 
Word of God,” that he is hindered from finding 
the Christ. Ifa Paul can show this heathenish 
ceremony to be “full of all subtility and mis- 
chief, perverting the right way of the Lord,” 
then might the “prudent man” find the Christ. 

May 9.—In the work of the Holy Spirit in 
redeeming all states of thought to the Truth in 
Ohrist, the Spirit makes use of the human fac- 
ulties, Eloquence and Zeal, when they are fully 
consecrated and “set apart.” Antioch of 
Pisidia is a state of thought which views the 
Christ perfection as a far away ideal, sometime 
to be realized. These Pisidians must be re- 
minded that they are “children of the stock of 
Abraham” now—Spiritual And holy even now 
—not sometime to be,—that the Christ has al- 
ready come and must be recognized as their 
life, and that a present salvation is to be real- 
ized by every one. 

May 16.—The deification of Barnabas and 
Paul on account of a successful demonstration 
in healing, represents a form of idolatry that 
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sometimes arises in our mind after a successful 
demonstration—self adulation. The Christ 
is the only healing power; the self must stand 
aside that the Christ may manifest his power. 
And the glorifying of a teacher by garlanding 
him with hierarchal authority makes him “Jup- 
iter,” and conceding to him inspiration exclu- 
sively his, so that his writings only are author- 
ity, makes him “Mercurius.” This Lycaonian 
idolatry should be wholly repudiated. 

May 23.—The first great Encyclical of the 
Church, as contained in this lesson, announces 
the four points of abstinence for all Christians 
in order to develop the True Christian: 

ist. “To abstain from” bestowing your love 
upon falsity—“‘love offered to idols.” 

2nd. “To abstain from” destroying Truth 
from the consciousness; so that we may recog- 
nize Christ as the Living Truth. 

3rd. “To abstain from” strangling the Holy 
Spirit by presumptuous sin. The Spirit’s mes- 
sages rejected are “things strangled.” 

4th. “To abstain from” debasing your Spir- 
itual manhood by seeing yourself as carnal. 
“From these if you keep yourselves ve shall do 
well.” 

May 30th.—Faith or understanding as a 
theory is inoperative or dead, unless it is dem- 
onstrated by works. Theory is valuless unless 
it is demonstrated in practice. Theory and 
practice must forever go together, they cannot 
be divorced. 

A creed is of no use unless its principles are 
practiced in daily life. Practical Christianity 
calls for the demonstration of every doctrine of 
your creed;—this will lead us up to the sub- 
limest experiences, which the creed—bound 
never can know. 

June 6th.—The power of your word is the 
subject of thislesson. If we recognize but One 
Master, the Christ—not “many masters’—we 
are in a position to speak from the Christ 
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standard of highest truth, and one word will be 
with power. It is the “bit in your mouth” to 
“bridle the whole body,” bringing everything in 
to captivity to Christ. It is the “helm” that 
guides your affairs, so that you are not “driven 
by the firce winds” of circumstances. Your 
word is equally potent for good or evil accord- 
ing to whether you recognize One Master or 
“many masters.” 

June 13—Happy is he who like Timothy has 
from childhood understood the inner meaning 
of the Scriptures, “which are able to make thee 
wise unto salvation, through faith in Jesus 
Christ.” They are the embodiment of all Wis- 
dom, a thousand fold greater than we in our 
limited understanding can comprehend. They 
are useful in every department of life, “that the 
man of God may be perfect, thoroughly fur- 
nished unto all good works.” 

June 20th.—Personal responsibility begins 
with myself and extends to my entire environ- 
ment. When I have conquered my own world 
within, having brought all thoughts into sub- 
jection to Christ, then will I be able to see all 
things pure, holy and perfect, and they will 
manifest according to my righteous seeing.

GOLDEN TEXT.—/t is good neither to eat 
flesh, nor to drink wine, nor anything whereby 
thy brother stumbleth. 
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LESSON TALK. 

“Why dost thou judge thy brother, or set at 
naught thy brother.” Our brother is anyone 
and everyone, for are we not all children of one 
God. Now we are not to say our brother, or 
playmate’s action is naughty, for it is God the 
Father to whom every one of us must give ac- 
count. Of course, as the Father dwells in us 
he knows of all our actions and words and 
thoughts. Instead of calling our brother, or 
playmate’s action naughty, let us not do any- 
thing to make them angry, or unhappy, or 
make them do what is not right. This would 
be putting a stumbling block in their way. 

“Let not your good be evil spoken of.” You 
know there is only Good and don’t let anyone 
call Good names and say it is not good, without 
denying it. You don’t have to deny this al- 
ways in the spoken words, for this might create 
opposition, but vou can deny it in your minds 
silently. 

“The Kingdom of God is not meat and 
drink”—not forms as to eating and drinking 
and dressing. You know some classes of peo- 
ple think they please God by wearing a certain 
kind of plain clothes and wearing their hair in 
a certain way and a certain style of little caps 
on their heads, Others think that eating meat 
not killed in a certain way and of certain ani- 
imals displeases God. These outward things 
are to be regulated according to the proclama- 
tions of the ruler within us, God. Then our 
kingdom is “righteousness (right thinking), 
peace and joy in the Holy Ghost—the winged 
“I” within us. When we serve or do what 
Christ (Truth) within us tells us to do, we do 
the things which bring peace and joy and right 
thinking to one another. 

“All things are pure,” but if we think that 
they are evil, they are evil to us. So some per- 
sons have thought it wrong to eat flesh because 
it causes the taking of life and when they think 
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that way it becomes distasteful to them. In 
that way it would be evil for them to eat meat. 
If we think the eating of meat causes our broth- 
er to kill animals and so offend against Life 
Universal, then it is evil for us to eat it. How 
about our Band of Mercy boys and causing 
Life to be taken from the cattle and sheep and 
and hogs and fishes that they may eat their 
bodies? Do they not make their “brother to 
offend” by causing him to kill? 


GOLDEN TEXT.—The gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world for a witness 
unto all nations.

Carrying on a warfare 
against ignorance and just shooting the Good 
news of Love everywhere is being a soldier in 
the army of the Lord. This is the kind of sol- 
diers our Unity boys and girls are.

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“Be Not Many Teachers.” 


“My brethern, be not many masters, knowing 
that we shall receive the greater condemnation.”— 
James 3:1. 

The revised version of this text is, “Be not many 
of you teachers, my brethern, knowing that we shall 
receive heavier judgment.” 

The only way to read scripture intelligently is to 
take into consideration the fact that each author 
wrote truth as he saw it, and that his point of per- 
ception was always colored by the faculty dominant 
in mind. It is only the Christ-man who has all his 
faculties equally brought out and balanced, and we 
know so far of but one such man. All others have 
been but partially developed, and are consequently 
open to faults of thought and judgment. These 
scripture writers looked at man through the eye of 
the prominent faculty of Mind which they were then 
expressing and made it the basis of their conclusions. 
Notwithstanding they write largely through the in- 
spiration of the Holy Spirit even it could illuminate 
only those faculties which were established in 
mentality. 

When we have found even a few of the faculties 
of mind and perceived their office and action we have 
a key that will unlock many mysteries, both in 
Scripture and out of it. For instance, we discern 
Peter to be Faith, and with this as guide we can 
discipline our own faith so that it shall be abiding, 
and not fluctuate as did Peter. Paul is a tremendous 
outpicturing of Ambition or Zeal; first active on the 
intellectual plane as champion of the law and the 


prophets, afterwards swift to carry out the freeing 
doctrine of the Christ consciousness. 
Studying these characters in their various aspects 


we perceive how every faculty acts for or aginst 
Truth, or in a limited or free way. This is the prime 
object of the Scriptures: that we may see ouselves 
outpictured and profit by the view. 
James stands for Judgment, which carefully 
weighs both sides and draws the conclusion. The 
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prevailing tendency of Judgment is toward Caution 
when it draws its conclusions from the effect side of 
existence. We discern this to predominate in the 
writings of James. He dealt with effects of the law 
more than with causes, and seeing that men got 
discord as well as harmony from handling the 
powers of Being, he let his Caution prevail; and Fear 
is therefore more prominent in his writings than 
Courage. 

Because some who go forth to teach are not 


worthy he warns us, “Be not many of you teachers.” 


This is always the judgment of those in bondage to 
intellectual methods. They see the many necessary 
qualifications of the good teacher and demand that 
all who assume the work shall come up to their 
standard. This standard has resulted in an army of 
religious teachers who are educated in the schools of 
men instead of the school of the Holy Spirit. Jesus 
did not demand a collegiate education of his disciples, 
but told them that they should be inspired of the 
Spirit, and those common, uneducated, fishermen 
went forth and preached and taught, healed and 
wrote as never men have since. Yet they were not 
free of faults. They had their shortcomings and are 
open to criticism. James was afraid that there would 
be too many teachers who were not prepared. 

So in this day we find people echoing his thought 
and fearing that they are not good enough or well 
enough to speak these words of truth and life 
which are so freely being given to us. Had Peter, 
John and Andrew made this excuse they would not 
be known to us to-day as the worthy disciples of the 
great Master; but would have gone back to their 
fishing nets and beeen counted with the millions of 
other fishermen that have lived and died. 

But we are to learn from this that the preparation 
for doing the Jesus Christ work is not of men; that 
we are not to be deterred by mental or physical 
limitations, if we feel the stirring of the Spirit within. 

Establish in mind the idea of what you want to 
bring forth and then work up to it. This is the 
method of God, and in this way all creation is made 
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manifest. First the idea in mind, then the externali- 
zation of that idea in visibility. 

Creation is always beginning and constantly go- 
ing on. Whatever you have made you can unmake, 
and now is the very best and most opportune time to 
begin forming anew. Do not let any one scare you 
off by telling you that you lack the accomplishments 
necessary to carry on the work you desire to do. If 
you have but one arm, one leg and one eye, and are 
sitting on the curb asking alms, preach with all your 
might the wholeness of Being and the opulence of 
God. 

The very foundation of our Science is that the 
“image and likeness” in mind can be made manifest, 
and that the “God said” may go forth regardless of 
the “dark” and “void” condition of the “earth.” We 
know that man was before he built houses to live in, 
and we also know that man is J am, and it is the 
I am that builds this body-house in which it lives. 

So let us not be afraid that there will be too many 
teachers unprepared for the work, but let us rejoice 
that there are so many excellent ones who have come 
up like the Disciples from the most humble condi- 
tions of life, and are making manifest the goodness 
and love, and helping power of the Father, in the 
face of the most discouraging environments of body 
and affairs. It is the overcoming of these apparent 
obstacles that make us strong, so we are to bless 
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them as “stepping stones to higher things.“—C. F.
